The mayor said that in accordance 
with practice in other &dminfastratiOii» 
and other cities he had asked S. A 
Lengel, his appointee to the position 
of police chic*!', to hand in his written 
resignation when he assumed office, 
by wray of being able to hold him re 
sponsible 
for 
any

derelic­ 
tions; that Lengel lost agreed to do 
so and later said he had changed his 
mind. 
He also said that Lengel L e 
quently expressed resentm ent at in 
terest taken by the mayor and safety 
director in affairs of the police de 
partinent on the ground that he, I^eu- 
jjel, was the le ad cf the departm ent 
and ought not to be dictated to. 
Suspension of the chief came in 
Mkrch of this year because of his 
failure to respond to a number of re­ 
quests by the mayor, one of them be 
lug a demand to be shown the “a r­ 
rest book,’

and transferring other officers with

Dr. Eddy and ins 
associates believe that 
isolation of 
vitamin I> or, as Dr. Eddy prefers, 
“bios” opens up the possibility of pro­ 
ducing synthetic foods of a high nu­ 
tritive value, though he warns putout 
medicine vendors In this respect. 
Dr. Eddy told a distinguished body 
of scientists and physicians at the 
one hundred and thirty-eighth meeting 
of the Society for Experimental Bi­ 
ology and Medicine at Bellevue llos- 
p.tal Medical college recently that he 
succeeded in isolating crystalline sub­ 
stance, which he believed to be chem­ 
ically pure “bios.” This substance was 
tirst described by Professor Wildier ta 
1900.

Williams, in charge of tin* chem­ 
ical laboratories of tile Western Elec­ 
tric company, and Dr. Ralph Kerr, aa 
expert in organic chemistry at Col­ 
umbia.

veloped.

“Tim final outcome was that while 
most substance- rich in vitamin B do 
stimulate yeast growth, tile stimula­ 
tion may be due not to the presence 
of vitamin B, hut to some other factor 
accidentally associated with It, 
In 
1022 Dr. Casimir Funk was able to 
show that when an extract rich in B 
was shaken with fuller’s earth, the 
earth would remove all of the power 
of the extract to cure beriberi (a 
property exclusively related to B), hut 
< i not remove the yeast growth Htim- 
ulation factor. 
Fun\ interpreted his 
results to indicate that such extracts 
contained 
two 
vitamins, 
one 
the 
antineuritic factor for which he pro­ 
posed to retain the name B and the 
yeast growth factor which be called

These Investi­ 
gators hove attempted to show that 
tin yeast growth factor, while highly 
stimulatory to yeast growth, is not 
sential to its growth. They would re- 
serve the term vitamin to substances 
producing growth, hut limit it to sin Ii 
as wore absolutely essential to growth, 
others, among them Dr. Mc* cilium of 
Johns 
Hopkins 
university, 
believes 
the term vitamin should be restricted 
to such factors as ar** essential to 
mammalian nutrition. For these and 
other reasons the yeast growth factor 
has 
been 
described under the two 
names, i ’ulmer McCollum. etc, boll­ 
ing it better to retain the name orig­ 
inally given it by Wildier, viz, bios.”

When they are removed 
from

growing head by clipping, *he aah is 
deposited in the rachis, or small stem 
to which the kernel Is attached, mak­ 
ing It more brittle and allowing the 
grain to shatter easily. 
The awns, It 
seems, act as a sort of safety valve or 
storehouse for this excess material. It 
has been found more practicable to de- 
velop a variety with a smooth awn 
*!mn to remove it entirely. 
Smooth-awiled barleys are still in 
the experimental stage. 
Several high- 
yielding strains adapted to different 
climatic conditions are ready for In­ 
crease to larger plats and field culture.

Blackstrap Molasses Is 
Used to Fatten Steers 
That there is a limit to the quantity 
of blackstrap molasses which can be 
added with economy to a ration of 5.4 
pounds of cottonseed meal and 40 
pounds of corn silage for fattening 
yearling steers was shown in u test 
made by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture in co-operation 
with the Louisiana Experiment sta- , 
ti on. 
Two lots of nine 700-pound steers 
were fed 
for 
112 days. 
Forty-Six 
pounds of silage per steer per day 
was practically the limit of their ca­ 
pacity. Lot I was fed 5.42 pounds of 
molasses per steer daily, while lot 2 I 
was fed 8.07 pounds of molasses per 
steer daily. 
As lot I gained 2.48 j 
pounds per steer dally, while lot 2 
gained only 2.41 
pounds per steer 
daily, it Is evident that 2.05 pounds of 
molasses was wasted dally per steer.; 
In lot 2. 
The results In lot 2 might 
have been more favorable to the use 
of so much molasses had the cotton- 
seed-meal ration been reduced to 3.5 
or 4 pounds. 
In the test, lot I con- 
slimed 1,880 pounds of silage, 218 
pounds of cottonseed meal, and 218 
pounds of molasses per 1(X> pounds 
gain, while lot 2 required 2 per cent 
more silage, 3 per cent more cotton- ; 
seed meal, and 54 per cent more mo­ 
lasses to produce IOO pounds of gain.
